George M. Dimeling, whose death 
occurred at the 
family home 
on 
South Second street at 2 o'clock on 
Tuesday 
afternoon, 
July 5, 1921, 
after a brief illness as the result of 
an acute kidney affection, was born 
Sept. 12, 1862, in Boggs 
township, 
Clearfield county. He was the son of 
the late George and Catherine Dugan 
Dimeling. All his life was spent in 
Clearfield county where 
he worked 
in the lumber woods and developed 
into one of the county's most expert 
and most successful lumbermen. 


He was connected with the Clear­ 
field Lumber 
Company 
for 
many 
years, first as woods 
or operating 
superintendent and later becoming a 
member of the firm. He was the or­ 
ganizer and moving spirit of Dime­ 
ling & Co., which concern 
operated 
the big Lawshe tract in Bloom town 
ship. He was also a member of the 
Vinton 
Lumber 
Co., and superin­ 
tended the operations of that con 
cern 
at 
Vinton, Cambria 
county, 
for sveral years. A 
man of 
keen 
business judgment and an indefati 
gable worker 
he won much 
more 
than ordinary success in 
his busi 
ness. 


Outstanding Figure in Politics 


Mr. Dimeling was a Democrat in 
politics and was 'an outstanding fig­ 
ure in the political life of our coun­ 
ty for many years, and when 
his 
prominence and success in his home 
) county attracted the attention of the 
State leaders he was called to high­ 
er honors and greater responsibili­ 
ties in the State 
Councils of 
his 
party. 


In 1893 he was elected 
County 
Treasurer of Clearfield county 
and 
served several terms as County Chair 
man. 
He 
possessed 
exceptional 
genius for organization 
and detail 
and was highly successful as a party 
manager. 


In 1906 he was elected to the State 
Senate from Clearfield and Centre 
counties, defeating the present sit 
ting Judge of Centre County, Henry 
C. Quigley by a large majority. He 
was tendered a unanimous 
renomi- 
nation by his party in 1910 but de­ 
clined the nomination after the pri 
mary. 
During his 
term as 
State 
Senator he was complimented by the 
Democratic State leaders by 
being 
given 
the
